RESCUED FRUM WRECK 


^McCurtain, Okla., March 21.— VV. M. 


Bushn ll, general manager of rh*' ii. 
Smith and Western railway company, 
owners of the Sans Hois Coal com­ 
pany of McCurtain, Okla., in whose j 
mine an explosion 
entombed 
more 
than ton men Wednesday morning, is- 
Mied a. statement at 
Ho’clock T hurs­ 
day nigh 
saying that fifty-five bodies 
had been recovered from the mine, 
twenty-six men had 
been 
rescued 
alive anti thirty-five men were still 
unaccounted for. 
Fifteen men 
were 
resell d alive this Thursday morning. 
Belief from all parts of the United 
States began pouring* into McCurtain 
today. The United Mine Workers of 
America of district 'No. 21, voted $5,- 
OOO for relief work. 


The men rescued Thursday morn­ 
ing were found about 
9:30 
o’clock. 
They were in the south thirteenth en­ 
try in a room eight by ten feet hud­ 
dled about an air pump. When the res 
cue party en ered the mine Thursday 
morning they heard a constant rap­ 
ping on an air pipe leading to t h e 
room. Although there was no further 
proof, this indicated to the rescuers 
that some of the men 
were 
alive. 
Word was quickly sen 
to the little 
band that stood huddled about the 
rnourh of the main slope telling the 
discovery. A half hour later the fif­ 
teen entombed m*n were brought out 
alive. 
I he men had saved themselves by 
raking off the top of the pump and 
building a curtain in front of the 
room to exclude the bad air and gas. 
Then they piled on top of each other, 
placing their heads as near the top 
of the pump as possible. Every few 
minutes one of the crowd became
